WASHINGTON, May IS—None of the 


many resolutions relative to the lushin- 


eft' outbreak adopted yesterday at var- 
ious places in tno United States, has 
reached the state department and the of- 
licials have nothing new before them up- 
on which to proceed.. It is not known 
•whether further instructions have been 
neat to our embassy at St. Petersburg, 
bo far the department has before it only 
newspaper clippings, describing the Kish- 
ineff ma-ssacre and.its authority is pow- 
erless to move that-basis, even if it had 
the power to do so. Admittiog a desire 
to investigate in disregard of former as- 
surances of the Russian government Am- 
bassador McConnick, it would have to 
content itself with the sworn statement 
of refugees from Kichineff. 


To procure information through 
the 


American embassy or the American con- 
nils in Russia would probably render our 
diplomat persona 
non grata and cast 


doubt upon the Rusisan statement. • 


A brief cablegram from St. Petersburg 


this morning might open the way for 
diplomatic action on the part of tho Un- 
ited States in this matter. 
That state- 


S i n e n t said the Russian government had 


forbidden the Jews to defend themselves 
with a deliberate purpose of forcing 
them to immigrate to the United States 
ior nowhere in Europe could they tind 
refuge. 
Such action would bo similar to 


that taken by the Roumanian govern- 
ment iipun which the >tate department 
laid down the doctrine that the dumping 
of hordes of emigrants likely to prove 
paupers upon our shores, was obnoxious 
to the United States. In this connec-

Roumania's action contained in the state 
department's circular note to the powers 
the Roumanian government 
never ad- 


mitted our right to interfere even on the 
ba*):> of immigration and conditions eon 
tinue very much as they were >o far as 
the Jews in Roumania are concerned. 


EXPLAINS HATRlvD OF JEWS. 
Count Cassini. the Russian ambassadar 


in a conversation .today with a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press relative 
to the Jewish troubles in Russia said: 


"There is in Russia as in Oruiany and 


Austria, a feeling against certain of tlic 
Jews. The reason for 
this 
unfriendlj 


attitude is the fact that the Jews will 
not work in the field or cugage in ngri 
culture. They prefer to be money lend 
crs. 
Give a Jew a couple of dollars anc 


he becomes a banker and money broker 
In this capacity he takes advantage oi 
the Russian peasant whom ho soon has 
in his power nnd ultimately destroys. It 
is when the patience of the peasant i: 
oshausted that a conflict between peas 
ants and Jews occurs. Ordinarily the 
Ttusaian is a very patient person, but i1 


is only r-dtural that he should have ; 
feeling of resentment for .the one who 
had wrought his ruin. 


"Eropcror Nicholas I, sought to hol| 


the Jew by ordering the cstablishmen 
of agricultural colonies in southern Rus 
f,ia, hoping to induce the Jews to en 
gage in agricultural pursuit; instead o 
general lending, but tho effort was no 
(successful; nor have other projects been 
successful. 


"The situation in Russia ?o far as tin 


'Jews arc concerned is tliii<: The pens 
nnt against the money lender and no 
the Rusisans against the Jews. There i 
'no feeling against the Jew in Russia be 
cause of religion. It is as I have haid— 
the Jew ruins the peasants with the re 
suit that conflicts occur when the lalte 
liave lost all tiieir worldly possession 
and have nothing to live upon. ^ 


There are many good Jews in Russi 


and they are respected. Jewish geniu 
is appreciated in Russia and the Jcwis 
artist is honored. Jews also appear i 
the financial world in Russia.''

"I have received no information regard- 
ig the nature of the decree," he said, 
but I know that when the facts are 
lade known it will appear differently 
nd will be s.hown that the decree does 
oes not discriminate against the Jews. 
The fact that Lieut. Geii. Raabcn, the 
overnor of Bessarabia, has been called 
o St. Petersburg shows conclusively that 
he .imperial authorities are seriously rc- 
"•arding tlie Kishineff affair and arc lak- 
ng prompt measures to punish the guilty 
nd to prevent repetitions of 'these dis- 
urbances."

intentions,

Saturday, the governor having 


;hrcc days in which' to consider bills, it 
doesn't look as though it can bc done. 


The primary matter -will come up oa 


the resolution offered by ex-Speaker Ray 
'riday, that the assembly recede from its 
josition and concur in the senate amcnd- 
ncnl, which means proncipally the sub- 
mission of that portion of the bill apply- 
ng to members of the legislature to vote 
of the people, and consequently the clcc- 
.ion of the next legislature by the pres- 
ent system. Following 
this came 
the 


motion by Chairman Andrew of the priv- 
ileges and elcctini!~ committee that the 
conference committee on the bill be dis- 
charged, and that the assembly adhere 
to its refusal to concur in the senate 
amendment. Some talk is heard of 
compromise, '(ind that the assembly will 
recede, but it docs not emanate from the 
adininistartion leaders, -who insist firmly 
on the assembly position, and say they 
will have' as 'ninny votes against reced- 
ing as they did for the original bill. If 
the compromise fails, or rather if the 
R-ssembly votes againstreecding, it is said 
to be tlic stalwart plan to introduce a 
new .bill which will include features of 
the compromise propositions made in the 
conference committee by the assembly 
members. Such a bill as this was agreed 
to by the administration men 
over 


week ago, providing enough votes coul 
be assured in the senate to pass it. This 
could not bc done, however, and the mut- 
ter was dropped. Whether the adminis- 
tration men will accept such a bill now 
coming from the stalwarts, remains to 
bc seen.

their stock, control and remove all in- 
ducement for effective competition be- 
tween them and escape the proper appli- 
cation of the law."

Heath, along with other prominent offi- 
cials of his department, are mentioned 
h: connection -with the alleged irregular 
transactions, which are declared to have 
caused the department's accounts to he 
short thousands of dollars in the year 
1890. 


The charges of Mr. Tulloch, whfch are 


contained in a formal oocimunicatioo to 
Postmaster General Payne, in substan- 
tiation -of previom published attacks, arc 
sweeping, but at the tame time specific. 
Mr. Tulloch names persons, dates and 
amounts, and fully details each transac- 
tion, to which he refers as being irregu- 
lar.

loch came as a decided surprise. imiMiiiH-h 
as Postmaster General Payne and other 
officials had expressed the belies' that the 
former official was "bluffing" and could 
not "make good" -when ft came to a 
pinch.

He is of 
Huguenot descent, entered the ministry 
in 18,77, was elected bishop in 1880, and 
since then his episcopal duties have call- 
ed him to travel through all parts of the 
country and also to visit the foreign mis- 
sions of the church in Europe, and Asia. 
The four years previous to his election 
.li bishop he served as president of Wes- 
loyan university, and he is considered one 
of" the great educators of the Methodist 
church.

states have not taken action and four- 
teen have taken adverse action, -of this 
number Maine having referred the mat- 
ter to the next legislature. In order to 
carry there must be thirty states or two- 
thirds of the states united by 'this meth- 
od, as the other method of amending by 
congress enacting the proposed changes 
and then submitting the matter, there, 
are no present indications of such being 
done. 


It is clear then if United States sena 


tors arc to bo elected by the popular 
vote nine more states must unite 
the twenty-one, and, these ni:io will have 
to come from the- list left of Alabama 
Colorado.

for the twelve months ending with March 
31st amounted to $1,001,596,683 and the 
exportations to $1,414,786,054, an excess 
of exports of 8413,190,271. This is the 
first time in the history -of the, country 
that -within twelve months the imports 
reached the million dollar figure. With 
all this vast amount- of imported stuff,

Same Weapon Which Sent Death Mes- 


senger llnto His Brain Used 


by Landlady's Husband 


Some Years Ago. 


Michael Jochnm, a "butcher 32 years 


old, committed suicide about S o'clock 
this morning, by shooting himself Jo the 
right temple with a 32 c,i!ibre revolver, 
in a north bed room at the apartments 


of Mrs. Mary K. Boy, upstairs at- No. 
1245 Douglas avenue, with whom he had 
lived since he was eight years of age. 


Ko person heard the shot and the sui- 


cide was not known until Mrs. Boy dis- 
covered the dead man sitting on a bed, 
his head resting on a dresser, -which was 
covered with, blood. 'Air. Jochum 
has 


been employed as delivery man for Hen- 
ry Lange, who conducts a, meat market 
in the lower part of the building where 
the man killed himself. 


For a number of days Mr. Jochum had 


been complaining of not feeling well, be- 
ing unable to sleep. He arose at the us- 
ual hour this morning, went down stairs, 
loaded his wagon with meat and deliver- 
ed on the south sir!-: of the river. Then 
he ate his breakust. In the meantime 
Mrs. Boy had left the apartments and 
went to a grocery store. 


"When ebe returned she glanced into 


the bed room of Mr. Jochum and saw his 
hat on the floor. Going farther she saw 
Joclium. sitting on the bed leaning over, 
his, head resting on a dresser. Believing 
that he was sick or perhaps fainted she 
ru.-hcd up and colled his name, at the 
same time taking hold of him, when she 
was horrified to discover the dresser cov- 
ered with blood. 


Being much frightened, Mrs. Boy hur- 


ried down stairs and notified men at 
work in the meat market and they ran 
up to the room and making an examina- 
tion found that Mr, Jochum had shot 
himself in the right tomplc and on the 
floor or bed beside him Iny a 22 calibre 
five shooting revolver, while there was 
great quantities of thickly clotted blood 
on the dresser, soiling the fancy work 
and linen. Dr. Collins was hastily sum- 
moned, made an examination and pro- 
nounced the m:in dead. 


The news of the suicide spread rapidly 


throughout the north side where the man 
Imd lived all of hi* life and was well 
known and his self-destruction created n. 
profound sensation, for lie was always a 
good nalured and happy disposition, and 
lie was the last person in the world ex- 
pected to commit such .in act. 


From Mrs.' Boy it was learned that the 


man had been ailing for some time and 
unable to sieep nights. He had asked 
her how long she believed R man could 
stand it without sleep and before he be- 
came insane. She told him not long and 
advised him to consult a physician, which 
he was adverse to doing, but he did so 
and secured medicine which made him 
slwp ond he felt better and she never 
dreamed that he would kill him=elf. 


A strange coincidence 
in 
connection 


with the suicide of the man is the fact 
that some years ago John Boy, husband 
oE Mrs. Boy, ended his life by shooting 
himself, with the same revolver used by 
Jochum, and in a room directly opposite 
to the room where Jochum ended lis 
life. 


The suicide was a son of Peter Jochum 


and an oniy boy. He was born in the 
city of Chicago and brought to Racine 
when a baby. His education was acquir- 
ed in. the Racine and Kenosha schools. 
He was a single mairand well thought of 
by all who knew him. That ill-health 
prompted the deed there is no doubt. 


The father of the dead man was in 


the room beside his hoy and his sorrow 
was pitiful to observe, us he moaned that 
it was his or.ly boy who had taken his 
life. 


Coroner Hoylc was notified, repaired to 


the scene, empaneled a jury and proeecd- 
cd to hold an inquest. 


DIED FOR LOVE OF GIRL. 


Upon Coroner 
aloyle searching the 


clothing of the dead man, a note was 
found in the pocket which was addressed 
to' his aunt, Mrs. Boy. with whom he 
lived, and it rends as follows: 


Dear Auntie—Forgive me for 
doing 


t!iis deed; but as 1 can have no more 
peace on earth, nothing but misery, 1 
ara compelled to adopt it. Please tuke 
good care of father and shed no tears 
for me. May God forgive me. My life 
hus been a failure. The 
love 
of my 


choice I cannot have as some other Old 
Blabber had to queer this, so I cannot 
live without her. This lift* galled me 
for months and it lias been the cause of 
my mental trouble.

o£ age and -when, questioned admitted 
that she was acquainted with Mr. Joch- 
um and had attended a party with him 
several months ago. She was not aware 
that he was infatuated with her, but 
knew he was desirous of going with her,- 
but that she had only met him a few 
times. So far as she knew she had nev- 
er given the young man any particular 
encouragement and knew -of no reason 
why he should he jealous of her unless 
it wa? because she had attended an at- 
traction at the opera house with unoth- 
er young man some time ago. 


The testimony of Mrs. Boy was simply 


the telling of hoiv she found thc body 
and that she did not hear the shot. That 
he was sitting on the bed and his head 
on the dresser and that she gave thc 
alarm. 


Dr. Collins testified that he was called, 


made an examination ond found the man 
dead, with a bullet wound in thc right 
temple, sufficient to have caused death. 


William Hueffncr testified that Joch- 


um had informed him he had no more 
use for this world and that he was go- 
ing to another world. 


VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


After all of the testimony had been 


heard the jury rendered ft verdict that 
thc man had taken his own life. 


The funeral will take place on Tues- 


day afternoon at 2 o'clock from the home 
of Mrs. Boy, where the suicide occurred.

A Pennsylvania breeder of fine Jer- 


geye and a steadfast friend of progress- 
ive dairying writes me thus: "When 
you are writing 'Jerseys' for agricul- 
tural papers, won't you try to explain 
that white markings, tongue and 
switch' are not signs of Impurity? 
Farmers 
need this drummed into 


them." 


It Is ft fact well known among Jersey 


breeders that our farmer friends who 
are not skilled In our craft and who 
are acquainted with the more material 
tilstory of the Jerseys regard any de- 
parture from the grays, fawns, lem- 
3ns, etc., of solid colors as of Impure 
breeding. But we can scarcely blame 
these Innocent laymen, however an- 
noying It may bo to have them come 
Into our barns and call attention to 
some of our most valuable cows and 
say, "These spotted ones are not regis- 
tered, are they?" 
We can't blame 


them, for they have merely made some 
logical observation of the fool ideas 
and fads many prominent breeders of 
Jerseys have brought into tho fore- 
ground of the business of breeding. 
They may have seen us turn down a 
fine animal because she licked her 
meal with a white tongue or chased 
the flies off her back with a tail hav- 
ing a white or mixed switch. 
They 


may never have beard of some of the 
early Jersey queens that had ns mtr* 
white on tbem as have the Guernseys 
nnd that In^ breeding away the spots 
many things of vastly more impor- 
tance than color of hair were In many 
cases bred away also. 


Some of these same people may have 


been at the great Cooper sale last May 
and seen certainly the best working in- 
dividuals In that great collection of 
magnificent animals sell for a song 
compared to the prices of some of the 
dainty pete of pedigrees. I refer espe- 
cially to the great "blac,fc" cows that I 
am sure would eat and turn to profit- 
able use more of our cheap .American 
foods in one day than many of their 
sensational companions could use In 
two. 
So, If we regulation breeders 


have not the courage of our convic- 
tions and knowledge, how can we ex- 
pect our plain farmer friends to be 
wiser than oar folly? They think, as 
they know we are all eminently sensi- 
ble people, that whereas we discount 
the off colors and shades there must be 
some business reason for it and con- 
clude naturally that the spots come 
from manifest taints of blood aud that 
a white toneue may have a virulent 
prepotency that shall contaminate a 
race.—W. F. McSparran In Stockman 
nnd Farmer.

CYCLONE 20 YEARS AGO 


First and Only Like Disaster in 


Racine's History Visited tlie 


City Then. 


Twenty years ago today Racine \vas 


visited by the first and only cyclone in 
its -history. It was terrible in its effects. 
Over one hundred houses were damaged 
or torn to pieces in the northern part of 


the. Fourth and Seventh wards and for 
a distance of ten miles southwest in the 
country. Seven persons were killed out- 
right and a number afterward died from 
injuries sustained. Possibly 
fifty were 


more or less injured. Hundreds, of fam- 
ilies were left destitute and the north 
part of the city presented a desolate ap- 
pearance. 


Citizens of Racine promptly cam.e to 


the rescue. 
Funds were raised and the 


needy were assisted and their homes rc- 
built. Today not a single sign of the 
great storm can he seen, and the north 
part of Ihc town has large and substan- 
tial business houses and pretty homes.

WASHINGTON, May IS.—None of the 


taany resolutions relati.ve to the Kishin- 
eff outbreak adopted yesterday at var- 
ious places in tne United States, has 
reached the state department and the of- 
licials have nothing new before them up- 
on which to proceed.. It is not known 
whether further instructions have been 
sent to our embassy at St. Petersburg. 
So far the department has before it only 
newspaper clippings, describing the Kish- 
ineff massacre and its authority is pow- 
erless to move that'basis, even if it had. 
the power to do so. Admitting a desire 
to investigate in disregard of former as- 
surances of the Russian government Am- 
bassador McCormick, it would have to 
content itself with the sworn statement 
pf refugees from Kichineff. 


To procutfe information through 
the 


American embassy or the American con- 
suls in Russia would probably render our 
diplomat persona non grata and cast 
doubt upon the Rusisau statement. - 


A brief cablegram from St. Petersburg 


this morning might open the way for 
diplomatic action on the part of the Un- 
ited States in this matter. That state- 
ment said the Russian government had 
forbidden the Jews to defend themselves 
with a deliberate purpose of forcing 
them to immigrate to the United States 
for nowhere in Europe could they find 
refuge. 
Such action would be similar to 


that taken by the Roumanian govern- 
ment upon which the state department 
laid down the doctrine that the dumping 
of hordes of emigrants likely to prove 
paupers upon our shores, was obnoxious 
to the United States. In this connec- 
tioQj it may be worth- noting that in 
spite of the 
vigorous protest 
against 


Roumanians action contained in the state 
department's circular note to the powers 
the Roumanian government never .ad- 
mitted our right to interfere even on the 
bas)s of immigration and conditions con- 
tinue very much as they were so far as 
the Jews in Roumania are concerned. 


EXPLAINS HATRED OF JEWS. 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassadar 


in a conversation .today with a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press relative 
to the Jewish troubles in Russia said: 


"There is in Russia as in Germany and 


Austria, a. feeling against certain of the 
Jews. The reason for 
this 
unfriendly 


attitude is the fact that the Jews wil. 
not work in the field or engage in agri- 
culture. They prefer to be money lend 
crs. 
Give a Jew a couple of dollars anc 


he becomes a banker and money broker 
In this capacity he takes advantage o: 
the Russian peasant whom he soon has 
in his power and ultimately destroys. It 
is when the patience of the peasant is 
wxhausted that a conflict between peas 
ants and Jews occurs. Ordinarily the 
Hussian is a very patient person, but it 
i.? only natural that he should have 
feeling of resentment for the one who 
had wrought his ruin. 


'•'Emperor Nicholas I. sought to help 


the Jew by ordering the establishmen 
of agricultural colonies in southern Rus 
fia, hoping to induce the Jews to en 
gage in agricultural pursuits instead o 
general lending, but the effort was no 
successful; nor have other projects been 
successful. 


"The situation in Russia so far as th 


Jews are concerned is thus: 
The peas 


ant against the money lender and no 
the Rusisans against the Jews. There i 
•no feeling against the Jew in Russia be 
cause of religion. It is as I have haicl— 
the Jew ruins the peasants with the re 
suit that conflicts occur when the lattc 
have lost all their worldly possession 
and have nothing to live upon. 


"There arc many good Jews in Russi 


and they are respected. Jewish geniu 
is appreciated in Russia and the Jcwisi 
artist is honored. Jews also appear i: 
the financial world in Russia.'' 


TO PREVENT FURTHER RIOTS. 
"The Eu.s-jirtn government affords th 


same protection to the Jews that it doe 
to any other of its citizens mid when 
riot occurs and Jews are nltuf-kod th 
om'ciuls immediately hike slf-ps to ap 
pmheiid thosp. whn bpwan tho riot an< 
visit severe punishment upon thf-in. I 
the past Russians have been punished sc 
vi-rc-ly for attncks upon Jews. Hut, nut 


* withstanding this ponHict the Jews cnn 
,i--*iaufi,ta do,-.the very_. .thing which i 


een responsible for the troubles which 
ivolvo them." 
Continuing he said: 
"The 
Russian 


eadily assimilates with the Jew as with 
coplc of other races and if he cannot 
ssimilate with the Jew it is apparent 
hat 'the fault must lie with the Jew and 
ot with, the Russian. 
The ambassador's attention was called 
o the news as contained in press dis- 
atches from St. Petersburg today to 
lie effect th'nt a ministerial decree had 
een issued forbidding the Jews to arm 
hemselves for their own protection. 


"I have received no information regard- 


ng the nature of the decree/' he said, 
but I know that when the facts are 
nade known it will appear differently 
nd will be s,hown that the decree does 
oes not discriminate against the Jews, 
'he fact that Lieut. Gen. Raaben, the 
o\'ernor of Bessarabia, has been called 
o St. Petersburg shows conclusively that 
he .imperial authorities are seriously re- 
Carding the Kishineff affair and are tak- 
ng prompt measures to punish the guilty 
nd to prevent repetitions of these dis- 
urbances."

Such a bill as this was agreed 
to b\' the administration men over a 
week ago, providing enough votes couk 
be assured in the senate to pass it. This 
could not be done, however, and the mat- 
ter was dropped.

ernor, if such be adverse to the measure, 
and adopt the .senate amendment, then 
will he veto. Good judges here say in 
such case he would. If there is talk 
about playing for position, it can be said 
such things are permissible for by no 
stretch of courtesy can those on one si.dc 
of a question alone be permitted to do 
all the "good politics." 


Administration members are talking of 


standing pat, insisting they wil! see the 
thing through on their own lines or it 
will be nothing. But 
they will need 


their full force Tuesday morning and it 
looks as if the word had gone out to 
vote down the Ray resolution and with 
it all chances of any primary law. 


What will the governor do if it is up 


to him in the end? Will he veto or not? 
Those who know -him best can guess.

"A Jew named Charifon had lost his

away with a butcher knife, after which 
his tongue and wind pipe had been pull- 
ed out through his mouth with pinchers. 


'The ears of a Jew named Selzer, had 


been cut away and his head battered in 
twelve places. He was a raving maniac. 


"A carpenter was surprised at work 


and both of liis hands were sawed off 
with his own saw. 


"A Jewish girl was assaulted by sever- 


al brutes, who then cut her eyes out with 
a pocket knife. 


"One woman, after trying to defend 


her children, was thrown upon the pave- 
ment, and feathers and horse hair from 
ler bed were stuffed into her body. 


"Small children were flung out of win- 


dows and trampled upon by the mob. 


"Forty-seven were killed on the spot, 


eighty died of their injuries and three 
hundred 
are under 
treatment. Many 


will be cripples for life."

Though the next session of Wisconsin 


conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church will not open until the second 
veek in September, some of the details 
lave bo,en arranged, and there is consid- 
erable talk among Methodist pastors and 
aymen forecasting the proceedings. The 
session is more than usually important, 
from the fact that a body of laymen, 
representing all the churches in the jur- 
sdiction, will meet at the same time to 
select four lay delegates and four alter- 
nates to the quadrennial general con- 
ference at Los Angeles, Gal., next May. 


The conference city this year is Green 


Bay, and the'clmreh is the First Metho- 
dist, of which the Rev. M. J. Trenery is 
pastor. A new church has been complet- 
ed this year, and for the first time in 
the fifty-five years of history of the pio- 
neer conference of Wisconsin, the annual 
session will be held in this historic city. 
Bishop Cyrus D. Foss will preside, it be- 
ing his first assignment to Wisconsin 
since 1890, when the session was held at 
Whitewater. 
FOSS AN ABLE MAN AND EDUCATOR 


Bishop Foss is recognized as a man of 


superior abilities, an able preacher, and 
a literary man of high order. He is of 
Huguenot descent, entered the ministry 
in 1S5T, was elected bishop in 1880, and 
since then his episcopal duties have call- 
ed him to travel through all parts of the 
country and also to visit the foreign mis- 
sions of the. church in Europe and Asia. 
The four years previous to his election 
as bishop he served as president of Wes- 
leyan university, and he is considered one 
of the great educators of the Methodist 
church. 


There already is a good deal of specu- 


lation as to the makeup of the delega- 
tion to me sent to represent the confer- 
ence at Los Angeles. It is considered 
probable that two presiding elders will 
be chosen by the clergy, the third dele- 
gate will probably represent the educa- 
tional interests, it is said, and the names 
of Dr. Samuel Plnntz, president of A])- 
pleton university, and Dr. Milton S. Ter- 
ry, professor in the Garrett Biblical in- 
stitute, are spoken of prominently, while 
it is conceded to be one of the probabil- 
ities that the fourth delegate, likely to 
be one of the pastors, may be either tlie 
Kev. George H. Trever of Whitewater or 
the Rev. Perry Millar, pastor of Trinity 
church, Milwaukee, two of the most pop- 
ular and able men in the conference. 
llCKET OF LAY REPRESENTATIVES 


MADE. 


A ticket of four lay 
representatives 


which is spoken of as likely to be chos- 
en consists of W. W, Cooper of Kcnosha, 
Lewis M. Alexander of Milwaukee, form- 
er Attorney General Emmett R. Hicks 
of Oshkosh and Mr. Larsen of Green Bay. 
Eight alternates are to be chosen by the 
clerical and lay conferences. 


For the first time, lay delegates to the 


conference of iaymcn will be chosen by 
the individual churches, and not by. the 
quarterly meetings of the official boards 
of the churches. This amendment was 
.doptcd at the last general session held 
in Chicago in May, 1900. 


One of the questions to be brought up 


next May, and which will be discussed 
more or less at'the-Green Buy session, is 
the restoration of the time limit in the 
Methodist ministry.

for the twelve.months ending with March 
31st amounted to $1,001,596,683 and the 
exportation to $1,414,786,954, an excess 
of exports of $413,190,271.' This is the 
first time in the history of the country 
that within twelve months the imports 
reached the million dollar figure. With 
all this vast amount, of imported stuff, 
yet our excess over our purchases is 
$413,190,271, an amount equal and more 
than equal to all the balances of trade 
of the combined leading countries of the 
world. These imports are by no means 
confined to articles of luxury, on the con- 
trary the bulk is made tip of manufac- 
turers material which goes into the pro- 
duction of American made articles, and 
much of this 'reimported and sold abroad 
as finished articles.

It is the disciplined nature which 
will be most needed: the habit of doing 
distasteful things, and doing them cheer- 
fully and continually: the power to give 
up cherished plans: to devise ways of 
helpfulness about things of small inter- 
est in 'themselves, and the regular prac- 
tice of forgptfulness of self and remem- 
brance of others in the recurring trifTles 
of daily life.—Woman's Home Compan- 
ion.

Why Linen Becomes Yellow.—The rea- 


son why linen and cotton become yellow 
when laid away for a time is that they 
have not been properly rinsed. At all 
times it is important that clothing should 
be thoroughly rinsed in sufficient water 
to remove all traces of soap, and when 
it is imperative that ihe rinsing should 
be thorough, and that the articles be 
dried out of doors. 


To Make Beef Tea.—Have a pound of 


fresh, bright-red, lean s'teak frojn the 
round. Free it from all fat and cut it 
very fine. Cover with a pint of cold, soft 
•water and soak for an hour: 
stirring 


frequently with a wooden spoon, press- 
ing the meat against the side of the 
bowl or saucepan to extrnc't the juices. 
When the water is quite red place the 
whole over the fire, not too hot, watch 
it elosely and as soon as you notice the 
liquid turning slightly darker and it is 
steaming hot. remove it. at once. Keep 
in a very cold place, season and flavor as 
needed for serving. In this way you can 
furnish the patient with quite a number 
of variations from the same source, and 
avoid wearying him with monotony. Use 
very little salt, not enough to make the 
food palatable for yourself. 
!N"o pepper, 


except when conditions are quite normal, 
then -put a suspicion of paprika. 
The 


flavorings -allowable arc celery, bay leaf, 
clove and mace—the clove very sparingly, 
however.

try sunshine as a cure for their woes; it 
is the very best soporific that there is. 
Many women are martyrs to sleepless- 
ness, and yet they avoid the sunshine as 
if it were an evil thing.

used a mark would be left .on the goods, 
•• ia ofteu the ease with delicate silks 


and satins. Bloodstains will disappear if 
first dipped in kerosene before washing in 
soap and water. Muriatic acid will take 
out iron rust. Where a fabric that is too 
delicate to be put in the washtub receives 
blood stains, wetting well with lukewarm 
water and rubbing firmly with a clean 
cloth will dissipate the stains if persisted 
in. 


To Mend Agate Ware.—When an ag- 


gravating little hole suddenly appears in 
an agate or porcelain-lined stew pan. do 
n-ot throw it away as past redemption. 
Take one of the round-headed paper fast- 
eners, such as lawyers or teachers are in 
the habit of using to keep the sheets of 
a manuscript together, push the two level 
fiat clips through 'the hole from the inside 
bend back on the outside.; then, laying 
the basin on a hard surface, hammer the 
round head down flat on the inside. It 
requires but a moment's work and your 
dish is as good as new. 


How to Wrap Parcels.—Some women 


do not seem to know that they make a 
mistake when they wrap up 
parcels— 


that is parcels of clothes or fabrics of 
any kind—in white paper. 
The white 


paper no doubt looks neat and attractive, 
but it. happens 'to have been bleached 
with chloride of lime, and this is so strong 
that it will ruin the fabric which lies 
for any length of time against it. 
The 


most suitable paper for the purpose is the 
stout brou'n or blue not so commonly 
used, but strong and without any harm- 
ful chemical properties. 


For Renewing the Hair.—While olive 


and cocoa nut oil have long been regarded 
as excellent for renewing and promoting 
the growth of hair they are said to be in- 
ferior to oil of the castor bean. Per- 
haps this is another case where the mer- 
its of a very ordinary article are not ap- 
preciated as they might be. 


FOR THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Pieces of old napkins should be saved 


for wrapping fowl or cheese in before 
putting in the ice box. 


Turpentine will cleanse zinc and make 


it look like new. Wash the zinc first in 
hot soda water and then rub with, a flan- 
nel dipped in turpentine. 


At least €our roller towels are neces- 


sary for the kitchen, and half a. dozen or 
more hand towels for bathing purposes 
should be provided for the servant. 


When making beef tea never add the 


salt till ihe meat has been, cooking for 
some time. Salt acts upon the fiber and 
prevents it giving out all its nourishing 
properties. 


Save all corks and soak them in para- 


ffin and they will make excellent fire 
lighters, either for reviving a dying fire 
or with a fen- sticks for kindling one in 
the first place. 


The most durable floor covering is lin- 


oleum and the best wall decoration far 
kitchens, pantries and bathrooms is tile. 
Where tiles cannot be had, painted walls 
or varnished paper can be employed. 


Window wedges are worth much and 


cost little. Jfo bedroom window should 
be without its wedge, for by means of it 
rattling may be prevented 
on stormy 


nights and the occupant of the room may 
sleep undisturbed. 


Lavatory pipes are easily cleansed of 


soap and slime. Place a good handful of 
salt in the bottom of the basin overnight. 
The salt will gradually dissolve and the 
first flush of water in the morning will 
clear the pipe. 


The care of gold decorations on china 


has been a source of debate with house- 
keepers. Many believe that it should not 
be put into hot water. A dealer says that 
it will stand unlimited -washings in hot 
water if soap is omitted. 


Superficial injuries, as when the scarf 


skin is torn away, should be bathed until 
free from dirt and then be covered with 
either collodion or preferably 
with a 


strong solution of gelatin. Over either a 
bandage or piece of plaster should be 
placed. 


To make a cushion cover obtain some 


cretonne figured with 
butterflies. 
Cut 


these out, and tack' on to a piece of vel- 
vet the size required for a cushion cover. 
Work the buterflies over 
with bright 


colored silks. The work is easy and the 
result very pretty. 


A sty. which is a blemish on beauty's 


face, is best treated wHh an application 
of hot cloths. Wring them out of water 
as hot as can be borne. Also bathe the 
eyes frequently with warm water con- 
taining spirits -of camphor, the propor- 
tion being five drops to half a cup of 
water. 


There nrc many objections to the use 


of poisonous articles to keep mice out of 
a h-ouse and a fresh hint may be useful 
10 those who are troubled with these lit- 
tle, pests. Mice have a great antipathy 
to the smell of peppermint and a little 
011 of peppermint placed around their 
haunts anil holes will successfully keep 
them away. 


Every kitchen ought to have its pot of 


growing parsley. The pretty and most 
useful herb is easily grown, and the ad- 
vantage of having fresh leaves on hand 
whenever they are wanted is plain. Buy 
a ii-cpnt package of seed and sow on top 
of 'the soil in a five inch pot. Water well 
and set, the pot. in a light .window. Jn 
a short time the pot will be a mass of 
green.

Try small potatoes cooked thus: Boil 


the potatoes in their skins. When cook- 
ed remove the skins by rubbing in a cloth 
drop into boiling fat to brown quickly. 
Drain and serve at once. 


The economical woman will use even 


her bread crumbs. 
She will heat the 


crumbs in the oven until crisp, then roll 
and put them away until needed in. a 
jlass jar. 
The posisbilities in bits of 


bread are by no means confined to tile 
familiar bread pudding. 


A French Salad.—A French salad for 


use with cold boiled tongue is made by 
adding to a regular French dressing mus- 
tard and half a small onion, six ancho- 
vies and six sprigs of parsley chopped 
fine. Lay the tongue in delicate slices 
on a platter and pour the dressing over. 


Apple Roll—Into two cups of flour sift 


two tablespoonfuls 
of baking powder, 


one-fourth teaspoon of salt, snd rub in 
one tablcspoonful of butter. Mix with 
enough 
milk to make a dough: 
sift 


enough to roll on board. Roll about one- 
half inch thick, cover thickly with sliced 
apples, sprinkle with sugar, a. little cin- 
namon, then roll up, place in a steamer 
and steam for about one and a naif 
hours. Serve with nerd sauce. 


To stuff Eggs—To stuff eggs boil six 


eggs fifteen minutes. Cut in .halves, take 
out the yolks, mask fine, add a table- 
spoonful of grated cracker; season with 
salt 
and pepper; rub 
together 
until 


smooth. Fill .the .hollows of the whites 
with the mixture and press together. Dip 
first in beaten raw egg, then in grated 
bread crumbs, then in the. egg again, and 
lastly in the bread crumbs. Fry in boil- 
ing lard. Serve hot with cream sauce.

KILLS HIMSELF 


FOE LOVE OF GIRL 


Michael Joclmm, a Butcher, Sends 


; Bullet Crashing Through 


His Eight Temple. 


BLAMES ANOTHEB.FOR 


LOSS OF SWEETHEAET 


Same Weapon Which Sent Death Mes- 


senger (Into His Brain Used 


by Landlady's Husband 


SoDie Years Ago. 


Michael Jochum, a butcher 32 years 


old, 
committed suicide about S o'clock 


this morning, by shooting himself in the 
right temple with a 32 calibre revolver, 
in a north, bed room at the apartments 
of Mrs. Mary K. Boy, upstairs at1 No. 
1245 Douglas avenue, with whom he had 
lived since he was eight years of age. 


No person heard the shot and the sui- 


cide was not known until Mrs. Boy dis- 
covered the dead man sitting on a bed, 
his head resting on a dresser, which was 
covered with, blood. 'Mr. Jochum. 
has 


been employed as delivery man for Hen- 
ry Lange, who conducts a meat market 
in the lower part of the building where 
the man killed iiiaself. 


For a number of days Mr. Jochum had 


been complaining of not teeling well, be- 
ing unable to sleep. He arose at the us- 
ual hour this morning, wont down stairs, 
loaded his wagon with meat and deliver- 
ed on the south side of the river. Then 
he ate his breakfast. In the meantime 
Mrs. Boy bad left the apartments and 
went to a grocery store. 


When she returned site glanced into 


the bed room of Mr. Jochum and saw his 
hat on the floor. Going farther she saw 
Jochum sitting on the bed leaning over, 
hi3_lcad resting on a dresser. Believing 
that he was sick or perhaps fainted she 
riL-hed. up and called his name, at the 
same time taking hold of him, when she 
was horrified to discover the dresser cov- 
ered with blood. 


Being much frightened, Mrs. Boy hur- 


ried down stairs and notified men at 
work in the meat market and they ran 
up to the room and making an examina- 
tion found that Mr. Jochum had shot 
himself in the.riglit temple and on the 
floor or bed beside him lay a 22 calibre 
five shooting revolver, while there was 
great quantities of thickly clotted blood 
on the dresser, soiling the fancy work 
and linen. Dr. Collins was hastily sum- 
moned^ made an examination and pro- 
nounced the man dead. 


The news of the suicide spread rapidly 


throughout, the north side where the man 
had lived all of his life and was well 
known and his self-destruction created a 
profound sensation, for he was always a. 
good natured and happy disposition, and 
he was the last person in the world ex- 
pected to commit such an act. 


From Mrs.' Boy it was learned that the 


man had been ailing for some time and 
unable to sleep nights. He had asked 
her how long she believed a man could 
stand it without sleep and before he be- 
came insane. She told him not long and 
advised him to consult a pln'sicijin, which 
he was adverse to doing, but he did so 
and secured medicine which made him 
sleop find he felt better and she never 
dreamed that he would kill himself. 


A strange coincidence in connection 


with the suicide of the man is the fact 
that some years ago John Boy, husband 
of Mrs. Boy, ended his life by shooting 
himself with the same revolver used by 
Jochum, and in a room directly opposite 
to the room where Jochum ended his 
life. 


The suicide was a son of Fetor Jochum 


and an only boy. Ho was born in the 
city of Chicago and brought'to Racine 
when a baby. His education was acquir- 
ed in the Racine and Kcnoslia schools. 
He was a single mairand well thought oE 
by all who knew him. That ill-health 
prompted the deed there is no doubt. 


The father of the dead man was in 


the room beside liis boy aud his sorrow 
was pitiful to observe, as he moaned that 
it was his only boy who had taken his 
life. 


Coroner Hoyle was notified, repaired to 


the scene, empaneled a jury and proceed- 
ed to -hold an inquest. 


DIED FOR LOVE OF GIRL. 


Upon Coroner jd'oyle searching the 


clothing of the dead man, a note was 
found in the pocket which was addressed 
to' his aunt, Mrs. Boy, with whom he 
lived, and it reads as follows: 


Dear Auntie—Forgive me for doing 


this deed; but as I can have no more 
pence on earth, nothing but misery, 1 
am compelled to adopt it. Please take 
good care of father and shed no tears 
tor me. May God forgive me. My life 
has been a failure. The 
love oE my 


choice I cannot have as some other Old 
Blabber haA to queer this, so I cannot 
live without her. This ha* galled me 
for months and it has been the cause ot 
my mental trouble. 


Yours trusy, 


ilichapl J'nchum. 


Forgive me for this. Tun ITolum. 


WKAT THE LADY' SAYS. 


The lady mentioned in the note left 


by Mr. Jochum was found tliis afternoon 
at the S. & H. Department store, where 
she is' engaged as clerk. She is a very 
pretty and bright girl of about IS years

age and •when, questioned admitted 


that she was acquainted witli Mr. Joch- 
um and had attended a party with him 
several months ago. She was not aware 
that he was infatuated with her, but 
knew he was desirous of going with 'her,- 
but that she had only met him a few 
times. So far as she knew she had nev- 
er given the young man any particular 
encouragement and knew of no reason 
why he should be jealous of her unless 
it was because she had attended an at- 
traction, at the opera house with anoth- 
er young man some time ago. 


The testimony of Mrs. Boy was simply 


the telling of how she found the body 
and that she did not hear the shot. That 
he was sitting on the bed and his head 
on the dresser and that she gave the 
alarm. 


Dr. Collins testified that he was called, 


made an examination and found the man 
dead, with a bullet wound in the right 
temple, sufficient .to have caused death. 


William Hueffner testified that Joch- 


um had informed him he had no more 
use for this world and that he was go- 
ing to another world. 


VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


After all o'f the testimony had been 


heard the jury rendered a verdict that 
the man had taken his own life. 


The funeral will take place on Tues- 


day afternoon at 2 o'clock from the home 
of Mrs. Boy, where the suicide occurred.

>arture from the grays, fawns, lem- 
ons, etc., of solid colors as of impure 
breeding. But we can scarcely blame 
iese innocent laymen, however an- 
noying it may be to have them come 
nto our barns and call attention to 
Borne of our most valuable cows and 
say, "These spotted ones are not regis 
tered, .are they?" 
We can't blame 


iem, for they have merely made some 
logical observation of • the fool ideas 
and fads many prominent breeders 'of 
Jerseys have brought Into the fore- 
ground of the business of breeding. 
They may have seen us turn down a 
fine animal because she licked her 
meal with a white tongue or chased 
the flies off her back with a tail hav- 
ing a white or mixed switch. 
They 


may never have heard of some of the 
early Jersey queens that had as muf-h 
white on them as have the Guernseys 
and that ij^ breeding away the spots 
many -things of vastly more impor- 
tance than color of hair were In many 
cases bred away also. 


Some of these same people may have 


been at the great Cooper sale last May 
and seen certainly the best working in- 
dividuals in' that. great collection of 
magnificent animals sell for a song 
compared to the prices of some of the 
dainty pets of pedigrees. I refer espe- 
cially to the great "black" cows that I 
am sure would eat and turn to profit- 
able use more of our cheap,American 
foods in one day than many of their 
sensational companions could use in 
two.

According to the eleventh census, the 


dairy industry of .Pennsylvania waa 
exceeded only by that of New York, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Iowa. Yet Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Nebraska, Missouri, 
Ohio, Indiana, Kansas, California and 
perhaps some other states have much 
better equipped dairy schools than has 
Pennsylvania, 
says 
Stockman 
and 


Farmer. Tne authorities of the Penn- 
sylvania State college are in nowise 
to blame for this. It can only be at- 
tributed to the indifference of the dai- 
rymen, of the state. 


The creamery operators of Pennsyl- 


vania are paying the farmers more for 
their milk than the operators of New. 
York pay, yet sell their butter at no 
higher price. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that the farmers of Pennsylva- 
nia are receiving too much for their 
milk, but that they are failing to ap 
predate the advantages which they 
are enjoying. Feed in Pennsylvania 
will in general be cheaper than In New 
York. The Importance of the dairy in- 
dustry of Pennsylvania is almost en- 
tirely the outgrowth of location and 
natural advantages and only to a very 
small extent due to the personal efforts 
of the inhabitants.

Twenty years ago-today Eacine was 
isited by the first and only cyclone in 
s history. It was terrible in its effects, 
ver one hundred houses were damaged 
r torn to pieces in the northern part of 
le Fourth and Seventh wards and for 
distance of ten miles southwest in tlie 


ountry. Seven persons were killed out- 
ight and a number afterward died from 
njuries sustained. 
Possibly fifty were 


lore or loss injured. Hundreds of fam- 
ies were left- destitute and the north 
art of the city presented a desolate ap- 
earance.

he rescue. Funds were raised and the 
ecdy were assisted and their homes ve- 
uilt.
